Lists of former graduates, teachers and principals were obtained together with ad- 
dresses; printed invitations were mailed well in advance of the big day of May 18, 1963 
with responses coming in regularly stating whether this one could come or that one 
couldn't, or expressing a probability, or doubt, or a deep regret. 

On that big day, registration of Alumni, former Teachers and the several Principals 
and Superintendents was held in the halls of the Mer Rouge High School where hung each 
of the fifty class rolls and welcome banners to greet them. Coffee was served in the home 
economics department, guided tours were made through the beautifully decorated class- 
rooms of the high school and elementary buildings and old friends and classmates chatted, 
renewing acquaintances of long or short standing.’ Many were accompanied by their 
proud families, with some coming alone since time had taken its toll of loved ones.

Nearly a hundred -former teachers returned, hundreds of graduates and other alumni, 
one of the threeschool board members the school has had, four of five parish superintend- 
ents, and four of the seven principals in its history. 

Two principals, the present and his immediate predecessor, each of whom had 
served the school for twenty-one years, were presented engraved plaques. One boy 
athlete and one girl athlete were also presented engraved plaques signifying their prowess 
on the fields of competition during the first fifty years of the school's existence. 

A barbecue dinner was served on the tennis courts at 1:00 P.M. and enjoyed in the 
shade of the oaks on the beautiful, well kept campus by more than one thousand con- 
genial people. 

In the afternoon, various designated homes of former graduates were opened for 
class reunions. Several went together and entertained a group of classes at the Country 
Club. Lunches were served at the latter places of meeting. Accommodations were 
provided locally for any who desired to stay overnight or longer. 

In the evening, those who were still going strong and not yet willing to end a perfect 
day danced to the rhythmic offerings of the imported orchestra, with many in full swing 
when the music stopped at midnight,
